OUTLINE

vVar Department Calls Upon Govern- 


ors for Any Suggestion They Desire 
to Make. 


The general plan for terming the lo- 


cal exemption boards to sift out men 
for selective mihtarv service has been 
virtually decided upon. 


The r-'an provides. 
The registration board, consisting of 


the county sheriff, the county clork 
cind the county health officer, will fo-m 
the legal exemption board. 


In cities of more than 30,000 the 


registration board will also becom? 
the exciiiption board. 


To ma'.e the plan more flexible the 


governor of each state Is authorized 
to subm t suggestions for changes In 
t'if iiei=innfl when tho incumbent of 
the county office proves manifestly un- 
sati factory 


The war department has called upon

changes they doslre to make. 


In reference to physical tests, a pl^n 


for exemption of those unfit was sub- 
mitted to President Wfsnn bv a spe- 
cial board of lawvers, jurists and mili- 
tary authorities.

one 


member a physician, who will give the 
first test 
When he rejects a draft 


map the o'he" b^ard member must 
summon another physician, who wMl 
make an examination, not knowing 
the first doctor's derision. If the de- 
cisions rirp the same the man is de- 
clared unfi! 


The- regulrr ph\sician member of the 


e>c*nntlnn board will probab'y be the 
county or city surgeon, according to 
the plan. In rases of doubt the board 
may summon several doctors, one after 
rnoUi^r. to submit a diagnosis. The 
man that Is rejected or refused rejec- 
tion mpy nppoal *o the appellate court 
of the distrht for another test. 


Although the exemption regulations 


are still In The fonnitlve stage it 1^ 
known that President Wilson himself 
will pass upon the members of the 
appellate boards or exemption boards 
of appeal. 
Only men of the highest 


standing In each community will be 
picked for these vital positions. 


Such men as college heads, promi- 


nent law^ers and men high In civil 
life will be given preference. 


Each federal or judicial district will 


have one appellate board to review the 
findings of the local beards, pass upon 
appeals and hold original jurisdiction 
In claims for occupational exemptions.

Tho general plan for forming the lo­ 
cal oxomptloii boards to sift out men 
for selootivo military service has been 
virtually decided upon, 
Thr p’an prnvidos: 
The roj^istration board, consisting of 
tho county shcrilT, tho county dork 
and the county health officer, will fo’^m 
the lopal exemption board. 
In citios of more than 30,000 the 
n ^ lstrn t' jn board will also become 
tho exemption board. 
To mal.e the plan moro fioxlblo the 
povernor of oach state Is authorized 
to submit suggestions for changes in 
t'v porsonnrl, v.’hon tho incumbont of 
the county ofnce proves manifestly un­ 
sat i*^f*dctory. 
Tho war donartment has ca'lod upon 
governerà 
for 
any 
suprgesllon 
or 
chongoR they do';iro to make. 
In roforence to physical tests, a pl^^n 
for exemption of those unfit was sub­ 
mitted to President Wl'son bv a spe­ 
cial board of lawyers, Jurists and mili­ 
tary authorities. 
This plan provides that oach local 
exemption beard will have 
as 
one 
m rm ber a physician, who will give the 
first test. 
When he rejects a draft 
man the o‘h fr board member must 
siimmon another physician, \vho wMl 
mnko an examination, not knowing 
the first doctor’s derision. 
If the de­ 
cisions aro the same the man Is de­ 
clared unfit. 
Tho regular physician momber of the 
eyemptlon board will probab’y be the 
county or city surgoon, according to 
the plan. 
In cases of doubt the board 
may summon several doctors, one after 
pnothcr. to submit a diagnosis. 
Tho 
man that Is rejected or refused rejec­ 
tion may appoal to the appellate court 
of 1he distrirt for another test. 
Althcush the exemption regulations 
are still in The formative stage, it i^ 
known that President Wilson himself 
wdll pass upon the mombors of tho 
appellate boards or exemption boards 
of appeal. 
Only men of the highest 
standing in each community will bo 
picked for those vital positions. 
Such men as coMege heads, promi­ 
nent lawyers and men high In civil 
life will be given preference. 
Each federal or Judicial district will 
havo one appollate board to review tho 
findings of tho loca«l beards, pass upon 
appeals and hold orli?inal Jurisdiction 
In claims for occuputional exemptions. 
States 
that 
havo furnished more 
than their share of men for army or 
national guard are not to bo ponalized 
for 
their 
patriotism when men are 
drafted for tho army. 
One 
war 
department official said 
that deductions w'ould be made from 
tho quotas required of states In pro­ 
portions to the men they already have 
hirnished tho nation through 
volun­ 
tary enlistments In regular branc’ es 
of tho sorvice and national guard. 
It has not been decided whether the 
quota to he required for each unit of 
population will be bnsed on states, 
counties or voting precincts. But when 
this is determined each unit will be 
credited with the number of men it 
had in national guard organizations In 
United States service on April 1 and 
for the number of men, it furnisl^d 
either tho national guard or the regu­ 
lar arm y between April 1 and the time 
the draft is enforced. 
There are to be two drafts, techni 
cal'ly»-one to fill up the army and na­ 
tional 
guard 
to 
their 
authorized 
strength and one for the first incro- 
ment of 500,000 men for a new army.

Bran 
Bread.— 


Use two cupfuls of 
clean 
bran, 
one 


cupful of flour, one 
cupful 
of butter- 


milk, one-half cup- 
ful of molasses or 


brown sugar, one teaspoonfui each of 
soda and salt. Mix well and bake in 
moderate oven one and a quarter 
hours. 


Another good bran bread: Take two 


cupfuls of bran, two cupfuls of flour, 
two cupfuls of sour milk, one cupful 
of brown sugar, one cupful of raisins, 
one teaspoonfui of soda, and one-half 
teaspoonfui of salt. After sifting the 
flour into a basin, add the bran and 
other dry ingredients.' Mix the soda 
with the sour milk and pour this into 
the dry ingredients, turn when well 
blended into a well-greased pan and 
bake in a hot oven one hour. 


Fruit Bran Muffins.—Take two table- 


spoonfuls of molasses, one pint of milk, 
one cupful of bran, one-fourth of a 
cupful of walnut meats, one cupful of 
entire wheat flour, one teaspoonfui of 
salt, three teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder and one-half cupful of raisins. 
Mix the molasses, bran, milk, flour, 
salt and baking powder, nut meats and 
raisins cut in pieces. Bake In a hot 
oven in muffin tins for 30 minutes. 


Bran Orangeade.—Take a fourth of 


a cupful of bran and cover with two 
cupfuls of cold water; let it stand over 
night, Strain, chill and add the Juice 
of an orange and serve. 


Bran Gems.—Take a cupful each of 


bran and graham flour, add seven- 
eights of a cup of milk, one teaspoon- 
fui of salt, one tablespoonful of sugar, 
three teaspoonfuls of baking powder 
and four tablespoonfuls of melted but- 
ter. Mix the bran and other dry in- 
gredients together, add the melted but- 
ter, turn Into buttered muffin pans and 
bake In a hot oven 20 to 30 minutes. 


Bran Biscuit—Take a half cupful 


of bran and flour, a teaspoonfui 


off the farm and not knowing how it 
was made and following up the details 
of each branch of farming to get the 
maximum of profit, at the least ex- 
pense, is fast being done away with. 


Farming is now being considered as 


a business and a living is not sufficient 
for the modern agriculturist; a small 
per cent on the investment is not 
enough, the present-day farmer must 
have a percentage return equal to that 
of other lines of business. The prices 
for produce are high enough, but the 
cost of producing has been the factor, 
In many places, that has reduced the 
profit. It Is the application of a sys- 
tem to the cost of various work on the 
farm that it is possible to give figures 
on profits made in grain-growing in 
Western Canada. 


Mr. C. A. .Wright of Milo, Iowa, 


•bought a hundred and sixty acres ef 
land in Western Canada for $3,300 in 
December. 1015, and took his first crop 
from it in 191G. After paying for the 
land in full and the cost of cultivating 
it(and marketing the grain, he sold his 
grain at $1.55 a bushel (a low price 
compared with the present market), 
had a surplus of $2,472.67. His figures 
are as follows: 


Ing of their experience Mr-. SrnltB 
'jays: 


"I have three sections of land at the 


present time and am farming yearly 
1,200 
to 1,400 acres of land. My re- 


turns from the farm for the past two 
years have been around 200%. that is 
for every dollar I have spent I have 
received three, now I do not know 
where you can do that well.

Bread.— 
Use two cupfuls of 
clean 
bran, 
one 
cupful of flour, one 
cupful 
of 
butter­ 
milk, one-half cup­ 
ful of molasses or 
brown sugar, one teaspoonful each of 
soda and .salt. 
Mix well and bake in 
moderate oven one and a quarter 
hours. 
Another good bran bread: Take two 
cupfuls of bran, two cupfuls of flour, 
two cupfuls of sour milk, one cupful 
of brown sugar, one cupful of raisins, 
one teaspoonful of soda, and one-half 
teaspoonful of salt. 
After sifting the 
flour into a basin, add the bran and 
other dry ingredients,' 
Mix the soda 
with the sour milk and pour this into 
the dry ingredients, turn when well 
blended into a well-greased pan and 
bake In a hot oven one hour. 
Fruit Bran Muffins.—Take two table­ 
spoonfuls of molasses, one pint of milk, 
one cupful of bran, one-fourth of a 
cupful of walnut meats, one cupful of 
entire wheat flour, one teaspoonful of 
salt, 
three 
teaspoonfuls 
of baking 
powder and on^i-half cupful of raisins. 
Mix the molasses, bran, milk, flour, 
salt and baking powder, nut meats and 
raisins cut in pieces. 
Bake In a hot 
oven in muflln tins for 30 minutes. 
Bran Orangeade.—^Take a fourth of 
a cupful of bran and cover with two 
j cupfuls of cold water; let It stand over 
I night. 
Strain, chill and add the juice 
of an orange and serve. 
Bran Gems,—Take a cupful each of 
bran and graham flour, add seven- 
eights of a cup of milk, one teaspoon­ 
ful of salt, one tablespoonful of sugar, 
tlire.e teaspoonfuls of baking powder 
and four tablespoonfuls of melted but­ 
ter. 
Mix the bran and other dry in­ 
gredients together, add the melted but­ 
ter, turn into buttered muflln pans and 
bake In a hot oven 20 to 30 minutes. 
Bran Biscuit.—^Take a half cupful 
j?ach of bran and flour, a teaspoonful 
of baking powder, one teaspoonful of 
melted butter, a little salt and mix to 
make a dough to roll. 
Out In rounds 
tnd bake lu a moderate oven.

nomically In the United States and 
Canada. 
High prices for all grains, undoubt­ 
edly, will be maintained for a number 
of years, and it appears a certainty 
that the agriculturist will

the same time carry out the demands 
of patriotic citizenship, A wrong con­ 
ception has been generally noticed as 
to “Life on the Farm.” 
It has been, 
to a large extent, considered as only 
a place to live peacefully and afford a 
living for those who are satisfied with 
merely a comfortable existence. Such 
a wrong impression has been created, 
in a measure, by the lack of systema­ 
tic business principles to farming in 
general. But today farming and agri­ 
culture have been given a supremacy 
in the business world and require the 
same advanced methods as any other 
line of commerce. 
In no other busi­ 
ness does a system adoption pay bet­ 
ter than on the farm, and it 4s certain 
that there is no other line of work, 
that, generally speaking, needs it as 
much. The old idea of getting a living 
off the farm and not knowing how it 
was made and following up the details 
of each branch of farming to get the 
maximum of profit, at the least ex­ 
pense, is fast being done away with.

A general stir in labor circles was creat­ 
ed at Gettysburg on Friday afternoon by 
the report that 60 cents an hour for a 1 0 
hour day would be paid carpenters work­ 
ing on the various buildings to be erected 
on the camp site. There was a rush for 
employment and the men arc being paid 
wages ranging from the S6 a day figure 
for skilled workmen down to S2.50 for or­ 
dinary labor. Not only are the carpenters 
and labors reaping direct returns from 
this activity in building but stores are 
furnishing supplies, people having teams 
are supplying them at lucrative figures, 
and there is very generally chance for get­ 
ting *‘good money.” 
No estimate has

Vegetable Foods. 


Ecoiiomj is the keynote of all top- 


ics at present and it is needed In the 
saving of waste in many of the homes 
of the poor. Those who are #ble to 
waste and not suffer must remember 
that there are thousands starving for 
want of food. Many times the reason 
people are poor is simply the lack of 
using economy and wisely spending 
the amount to be used in food, cook- 
ing more than is needed, serving too 
much, so that It Is thrown into the 
garbage can, and having too great a 
varietj. 
We often hear women who 


keep fowls remark' 
"Oh, nothing Is 


wasted; we give everything to the 
chickens." It is not intelligent living 
to feed fowls food that is good plough 
for the family table. 


There are few people, unless living 


in congested districts or in fiats, that 
may not have a vegetable garden. It 
may be interesting to know that you 
can 
raise 
squash, cucumbers and 


pumpkins against the fence, letting 
them run up as vines, not only adding 
to the beauty of the backyard but 
furnishing 
good food for the family. 


A small plot two feet square will fur- 
nish a good-sized family with lettuce, 
replanting ever.v two weeks or more, 
liadishes and beets may be sown to- 
gether. The radishes when pulled help 
to cultivate the beets. Other seed com- 
binations may be treated this way, 
ket%ping a continual garden on a very 
small spot of ground.

Lime is essential to poultry, partic­ 
ularly during the laying season, and 
su/licient quantities must be fed for 
the making of the shell of an egg. 
Foods rich in lime, are bones and 
clovers, as well as bran and njld- 
dlings, and the safe plan is to feed as 
large a variety of foods as is possi­ 
ble. 
Never depend entirely on 
oyster 
shells as a source for furnishing lime 
to 
i)oultrj% 
as 
the 
percentage 
of 
soluble lime from tho shells Is very 
small, indeed. 
Grain foods are poorest in lime 
substances, containing only about one 
pound of lime to the thousand pounds, 
while white and red clovers Avill aver­ 
age from 25 to 30 pounds to the 1,000 
pounds. 
When feeding fowls for eggs, en­ 
deavor to equalize the food and pro­ 
vide the fowls with foods in pi’opor- 
tion for obtaining the desired result.

I have always thought it was 
a pity Porter did not leave him in 
command there with Gamble.

All that was near fifty j^ears ago.

My own acquaintance with Philip

Waynesboro, June 7,—Tho most viol­ 
ent and destructive hail and rainstorm, 
accompanied by a heavy wind, that ever 
visited the region occurred yesterday.

“I am showing them how we do this 
In the artillery, sir/* 
And this Is a piirt of the story where 
all the legends agree ; that the commo* 
dore said: 
“I see you do. and I thank you, sir; 
and I shall never forget this day, sir, 
and you never shall, sir.” 
And after the whole thing was over, 
and he had the Englishman’s sword, 
In the midst of the state and ceremony 
of the quarterdeck, he said : 
Where is Mr. Nolan? Ask Mr. No­ 
lan to come here.’* 
And when Nolan came, the captain 
said: 
“Mr. Nolan, we are all very grateful 
to you today ; you are one of us today ; 
you will be named In the dispatches.” 
And then the old man took off his 
own sword of ceremony, and gave it to 
Nolan, and made him put It on. The 
man told me this who saw it. Nolan 
cried like a baby, and well he m ight 
He had not worn a sword since that 
Infernal day at Fort Adams. But al­ 
ways afterward, on occasions of cere­ 
mony, he wore that quaint old French 
Qword of the commodore’s. 
The captain did mention him In the 
dispatches. 
It was always said he 
asked that he might be pardoned. He 
wrote a special letter to the secretary 
of war. But nothing ever came of it. 
As I said, that w^as about the time 
when they began to Ignore the whole 
transaction at Washington, and when 
Nolan’s imprisonment begcia to carry 
Itself on because there was uobody to 
stop it without any new ordet:s. from 
home. 
I have heard it said that ho was with 
Porter when he took possession of the 
Nukahiwa islands. Not this Porter, 
you know, but old Porter, his father, 
Essex Porter, that is, the old Essex 
Porter, not this Essex. As an artil­ 
lery officer, who had seen service in 
the West, Nolan knew more about for­ 
tifications, 
embrasures, 
ravelines, 
stockades, and all that, than any of 
them did; and ho worked w’ith a right 
good will in fixing that battery all 
right. I have always thought it was 
Û pity Porter did not leave him in 
command there with Gamble. 
That 
would have settled all the question 
about his punishment. 
We should 
have kept the islands, and at this mo­ 
ment we should have one station In 
the Pacific ocean. 
Our French friends, 
too, when they wanted this little wa­ 
tering place, would have found it was 
pre-occupled. But Madison and the 
Virginians, of course, flung all that 
away. 
All that was near fifty j;ears ago. 
If Nolan was thirty then," he must 
have been near eighty when he died. 
He looked sixty when he was forty. 
But he never seemed to me to change 
a hair afterward. As I imagine his 
life, from what I have seen and heard 
of it, he must have been in every sea, 
and yet almost never on land. He 
must have known in a formal way, 
more ofllcers in our service than any 
man living knows. He told me once, 
with a grave smile, that no man In the 
world lived so methodical a life as he. 
^"You know the boys say I am the 
Iron Mask, and you know how busy 
he was.” Ho said it did not do for 
anyone to try to read all the time, more 
than to do anything else all the tim e ; 
but that he read just five hours a day. 
♦‘Then,” he said, ”I keep up my note­ 
books, wrItiAg in them at such and 
such hours from what I have been 
reading; and I include in them my 
scrapbooks.” These were very curious 
Indeed. 
He had six or eight, of differ­ 
ent subjects. There was one of his­ 
tory, one of natural science, one which 
be called *‘Odds and Ends.” But they 
were not merely books of extracts 
irom aewspapers. They had bits of 
plants and ribbons, shells tied on, and 
carved scraps of bone and wood, which 
he had taught the men to cut for him, 
and they were beautifully illustrated, 
île drew admirably. He had some of 
the funniest drawings there, and some 
of the most pathetic, that I have ever 
«een in my life. I wonder wlio will 
iiave Nolan’s «crapbooks. 
Well, he said his reading and his 
notes were hiß profession, and that 
they took five hours and two hours 
respectively of each day. 
”Then,” 
eald he, *‘every man should have a di­ 
version as well as a profession. My 
natural history is my diversion.” That 
took two hours a day more. The men 
used to bring him birds and fish, but 
on a long cruise he had to satisfy him- 
^eif with centipedes and cockroaches 
ii ad such small game. He was the only 
tatu rallst I ever met who knew any- 
t ling about the habits of the house fly 
nad the mosquito. All those people 
can tell you whether they are Lepi* 
doptera or Steptopotera ; but as for 
telling how you can get rid of them, 
or how they get away from you when 
you strike them, why, Linnaeus knew 
fts little of that as John Foy, the idiot, 
did. These nine hours made Nolan’s 
regular daily “occupation.” The rest 
ot the time he talked or walked. Till 
tie grew very old, he went aloft a great 
leal. He always kept up his exercise 
ind I never heard that he was ill. If 
luy other man was ill, he was tlie kind­ 
est nurse in tlie world; and he knew 


more than half the surgeons do. 
Then 
if anybody was sick or died, or if the 
captain wanted him to on any other 
occasion, he was always ready to read 
prayers. I have remarked that he 
read beautifully. 
My own acquaintance with Philip 
Nolan began six or eight years after 
the war, on my first voyage after I 
was appointed a midshipman. It was 
in the first days after our slave trade 
treaty, 
while 
the 
reigning 
house, 
which was still the house of Virginia, 
had still a sort of 
sentimentalism 
about the suppression of the horrors 
of the middle passage, and something 
Avas sometimes done that way. We 
were In the South Atlantic on that 
business. From the time I joined, I 
believe I thought Nolan was a sort of 
lay chaplain—a chaplain with a blue 
coat. I never asked about him. Ev­ 
erything in the ship was strange to 
me. I knew it was green to ask ques­ 
tions, and I suppose I thought there 
was a “Plain-Buttons” on every ship. 
W’e had him to dine in our mess once 
a W9ek, and the caution was given that 
on that day nothing was to be said 
about home. But if they had told us 
not to say anything about the planet 
Mars or the book of Deuteronomy, I 
should not have asked w hy; there were 
a great many things which seemed to 
zne to have as little reason. I first 
came to understand anything about 
“the man without a country” one day 
when we •overhauled a dirty little 
schooner which had slaves on board. 
An ofllcer was sent to take charge of 
her, and after a few minutes he sent 
back his boat to ask that someone 
might be sent him who could speak 
Portuguese. 
We were all looking over 
the rail when the message came, and 
we all wished we could interpret, when 
the captain asked who spoke Por­ 
tuguese. But none of the officers did; 
and just as the captain was sending 
forward to ask If any of the people 
could, Nolan stepped out and said he 
shoulil be glad to Interpret, If the cap­ 
tain wished, as he understood the lan- 


clinchlng of fists, leaping and danclniti 
kissing o! Nolan’s feet, and a general 
rush madft to the hogshead by way of 
spontaneous worship of Vaughan as 
the^deus ex machlna of the occasion. 
“Tell Uiem,” said Vaughan, well 
pleased, “that I will take tliem all to j 
Cape Palmas.” 
This did not answer so well. Cap« 
Palmas was practically as far from 
the homes of most of them as New Or­ 
leans or Bio Janeiro was; that is, they 
would be eternally separated from 
home there. And their interpreters, as 
wo could understand, Instantly said, 
“Ah. non Palmas,” and began to pro­ 
pose infinite other expedients la most 
voluble language. Vaughan was rath- j 
er disappointed at this result of his , 
liberality, and asked Nolan eagerly 
what they said, ^he drops stood on 
poor Nolan’s white forehead as he 
hushed the men down, and said: 
“He says, *Not Palmas.’ He says, 
‘Take us home, take us to our coun­ 
try, take us to our own house, take 
us to our own pickaninnies and our 
own W’omen.’ He says he has an old 
father and mother, 'who will die, it 
they do not see him. And this one 
says he left his people all sick, and 
paddled down to come and help them, 
and that these devils caught him in 
the bay just in sight of home, and 
that he has never seen anybody from 
home since then. And this one says,” 
choked out Nolan, “tliat he has not 
heard a word from his home In six 
months, while he has been locked up 
In an infernal barracoon.” 
Vaughan always said he grew gray 
himself while N'olan struggled through 
this interpretation. I, who did not un­ 
derstand anything of the passion In­ 
volved In it, saw that the very ele­ 
ments were melting with fervent heat, 
and that something was to pay some­ 
where. Even the negroes themselves 
stopped hriwllng as they saw Nolan’s
